muruh, but Garibaldi himself finally 
reached Genoa in safely. 
Thence he 


went to Tunis, bul was forced lo leave 
through the iutriguoa of Iho French 
consul. Ho was tout to the Isle of 
Mnddnlona, whore ho lived as a kind 
of Stale prisoner till 1851, aud during 
some bunting and Hsbing louri made 
his Urst acquaintance with Caprera, 
his future home. Thence he went to 
America, made some money in trade, 
came back to Italy in 18C4, and bought 
the northern part of Caprera. Here 
ho occupied himself quietly in farm- 
ing for some years. Tho Franco-Sar- 
dinian war with Austria in 1859 in- 
duced Garibaldi to offer his sword to 
King Victor Enianuel; and as a lead- 
er of volunteers he gained many small 
victories over tho Auslriatis. 
The 


next year ho attained the height of 
his military success in tho brilliant 
Siciliau campaign. Leaving Genoa 
witb about 1000 volunteers, ho landed 
al Marsala, llth May; four days later 
won a decisive victory over Iho Roy- 
alisl troops at Catallimi, and look 1's- 
lerino. Tho bailie of Mclazzo, July 
20, placed Messina and Iho whole of 
Sic'.ly in his possession. Next month 
bo crossed lo Calabria. Volunteers 
in thousands joined his standard; he 
entered Naples without sinking a 
blow, and was proclaimed Dictator. A 
desperate attack on tho part of the 
Royalists on the Garibaldian army 
stationed ou Ihe Vollurnofailed; King 
Victor Emamiel al Ihe head of his 
army marched to tho scene of action; 
Garibaldi saluted him as "King of 
Italy," Gaetacapitulated,ami Ihe hcio 
withdrew to Caprera. 
In 1S62 ho 


made a second descent ou Sicily, «ith 
the view of driving the French out of 
Home and securing the city for the 
Italian people. 
The situation was 


embarrassing to the government, who 
could not afford to break with France. 
At last an Italian force was sent 
against the rash patriot, who was 
wounded and captured on the 29th of 
August at Aspromonte in Calabria. 
Pardoned by the Italian government 
for his indiscretion (as he always has 
been), be returned to Caprera. In 
ISG-i be visited England, and was re- 
ceived wilh unprecedented enthusi- 
asm, but suddenly and not very intel- 
ligibly returned to Italy in the Duke 
of Sutherlanfl's yacht. In 1S66 the 
war wilh Auslria brought him lo Ihe 
fronl as a leader of irregulars in Ihe 
Tyrol, bul he was unable lo accom-
